purposes, held meetings day and night, in Broad¬ 
way and out of Broadway—in fact all over the Is¬ 
land, on which New York happens to be built. A 
society for distributing Tracts, to everybody that 
wants them, and particularly to anybody that'don’t, 
held its annual meeting, and wilh Trinity Church 
before its eyes, talked of elevating the masses, and 
diffusing religion, by means of an infinite number of 
| small works, of just four pages, printed full of sect 
and sectarianism, and poked under everybody’s doors 
for nothing. Then various abolition societies as- 
‘bled in force, with speakers of all classes and 
es and of all shades of merit—good, bad, and in¬ 
different. Many of these speakers dissolved the 
Union. We inform our distant readers of this fact 
with infinite regret. “TheDeath Punishment” re-] 
ceived its annual blow, from various speakers, as-, 
sembled at the call of the Anti-Capital Punishment 
Society, and Dr. Cheever’s defence of hanging, was 
'knocked into very small pieces. The Millerites, 
too, holding fast their faith in Millerism, assembled 
in respectable force, and talked about the Prophe¬ 
cies for the several consecutive days. Then there 
were Missionary Societies without number—for the. 
Heathen, for the Hindoos, Chinamen and Hottentots 
—one for the Heathens at Home, and only one— 
and yet not a single one tor the introduction ot Chris¬ 
tianity .into the Congress of the United States. 

Some good, however, comes of all this meeting 
and talking. II lhe orators of these societies speak 
truth—well. If they don’t—also well. Truth is 
truth, by whomsoever spoken. 

If James Gordon Bennett should assert that the 
Bible is true, we should not doubt it, even though 
affirmed by Bennett. And Humbug will remain 
Humbug, by whomsoevit uttered. So let Societies 
meet and talk, and talk and meet again; what is 
good in all this meeting and talking, jvill produce 
offers to kUl the unborn child, in the columns 
of Bennett’s paper- , , . , .
